ALGERIA REJECTS JAPANESE REQUEST FOR EXTRADITION 1 1 
GUERRILLAS INVOLVED IN JAL HIJACKING. ALGERIAN AMB 
GHAFA RELAYED MESSAGE TO JAPANESE FONMIN HATOYAMA 10/6. 
AFTER WHICH HATOYAMA ASKED ALGERIA PREVENT 1 1 FROM 
LEAVING COUNTRY/ENSURE RANSOM NOT USED FINANCE OTHER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HIJACKINGS. OFFICIAL ALGERIAN NEWS AGENCY SAID COUNTRY 
ACTED ON HUMANITARIAN GROUNDS/WOULD NOT ALLOW ITS GOOD 
FAITH BE EXPLOITED. AT TOKYO AIRPORT 10/6, POLICE 
COMBED HIJACKED JET AFTER ITS RETURN FROM ALGIERS FOR 
FINGERPRINTS/OTHER CLUES (REUTER TOKYO; UPI, WP). 

COMMERCE DEPT SURVEY SHOWS JAPAN CAPTURED 60 PCT US 
AUTO-IMPORT MKT IN 1976, MAKING IT WORLD'S LARGEST

FIED AS "KENICHI," MAN SAID JAPANESE RED ARMY WILL USE 6- 
MIL-DOL RANSOM TO STEP UP ATTACKS ON "WORLD IMPERIALISM," 
W/JAPAN/ISRAEL AS PRIME TARGETS. SAID HIJACKING IN RE- 
TALIATION FOR MURDER BY TORTURE OF RED ARMY MEMBER HID AKA IN 
JORDIANIAN PRISON. STATED GROUP DECIDED STRIKE IN ASIA 
FOLLOWING FUKUDA'S AUGUST TOUR, FEELING PEOPLE OF ASIA 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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"WOULD UNDERSTAND AND SUPPORT US." CLAIMED JAPAN PLEDGED
